Thus, automatically, the censor­ 
ship would operate without tile t e n ­ 
sors having to give frequent decisions. 
If a way can tie found to carry the 
nsorship cases to the United States 
supreme court, the American people 
may he saved from the scandal of 
prohibited news.

cholera in Odessa and fully 500,000 
cases in the Ukrain e,’’ Dr. McEIroy 
stated.

11 tlie perpetrato rs o f this ho rrible blo t o n the pag e o f ihe 
histo ry o l the -date o f Illino is were ag ents o f the o perato rs o f ihe 
co al mines they o ug ht to be punished. 
If they were miners, wno 
had beco me eniag ed by the attacks o f the ag ents o f the o perato rs, 
o r were incited to the attack by ag ents o f the o perato rs, bo th the 
ag ents who incited the attackers and tho se who attacked sho uld 
be bro ug nt to justice. 
The reco mmendatio n o f the co ro ner's jury , “ that investig a­ 
tio n be co nducted fo r the purpo se o f fix ing the blame upo n the 
individuals respo nsible,” sho uld be accepted and a tho ro ug h inves­ 
tig atio n made. 
Ho wever stro ng ly the o perato rs may be intrenched, o r ho w­ 
ever menacing the wo rkers may be in a co mmunity stirred to 
ang er by the o ccurrences resulting fro m the strike, the g uilty party 
o r parties sho uld be indicted and punished fo r the ho rrible trag ­ 
edy . 
Unless law is to beco me g ravely weakened thro ug h its fail 
ure to mete o ut justice in this case, which will inevitably re-act in 
a g eneral decrease in respect fo r law, the criminals must be g iven 
an impartial hearing and a fair verdict. 
And if co nditio ns are such that they prevent the ex ecutio n 
o l impartial justice, then, in ever increasing radio , justice will be 
defeated by the increased ag g ravatio n o f co nditio ns induced by 
such evidences o f failure o n the part o f tho se respo nsible fo r see­ 
ing that justiet has its unhindered and unhampered sway . 
Neither wealth' e< al o perato rs no r ang ry mo bs must prevent 
the ex ercise o f uu 
way o f co mmo n leg al pro cedure where men 
have died at 'he hands o t o thers. 
Thence lies the ro ad to revo lu­ 
tio n, to the substitutio n o f fo rce fo r the wo rking s o f o rderly 
leg ally established and leg ally enfo rced justice. 
And Americans 
who are no t prepared to travel that ro ad may be, thro ug h vheii 
o wn lax ity , and indifference to such happening s, co mpelled w> 
travel a ro ad o l dread dang ers no t by deliberate cho ice but ihro ug n 
careless stray ing . 
Away fro m indillo rence o ver la w’s enfo rce­ 
ment, back to tiie impartial meting o ut o f certain justice, lies the 
safety o f America’ - citizens.

COMMON INTERESTS I’NITE 


The splendid spirit in which the business men are meeting: 
the men of the shop crafts, during: the weeks when those men are 
out of work and are, in some cases, compelled to make arrange­ 
ments by which they may be tided over the period of the emer­ 
gency, is to be commended. 
And the calm and dispassionate atti­ 
tude assumed by the men of the #shop crafts is praise-worthy. 
The common interests of life unite men, and only those things 
that are apart for the common, tend to disintegration. Jn a small 
community, such as Brainerd is, both those who buy and those 
who sell, those who employ and those who are employed, since 
the relationship that exists between the one and the other and the 
common interests tend to the development of a cordial spirit of 
neighborliness. 
That business man alone, who is the victim of false distinc­ 
tions and whose thinking is influenced by outside propaganda, 
talks about the extravagances of the workers, short-sightedly fail­ 
ing to see that he is the beneficiary of the expenditures of which 
he complains. 
The average thoughtful and humane business man 
sees that a good wage not only improves the standard of living 
of his customer, thereby bringing increased orders and enlarged 
receipts to his business, but in addition provides that spirit of con-11 
lidence and contentment which begets the community atmosphere 
in which good business relationships are possible. 
In other words, a high standard of living inevitably means 
a larger and more profitable business to the merchant than a lower 
standard of living. 
The same thought may be carried further, when it will be 
seen that a high standard of living results in more efficient and 
satisfactory service, a good wage making a good workman. 
Why 
are the American workers the best in the world? 
Because the 
conditions of their lives have in the past been more independent 
and happy and worth while than the lives of the workers in other 
lands. 
But we are dealing with conditions in Brainerd, and are not 
entering into the merits of the attitude of employes or employers 
in the present crisis, and we are glad that cordial relationships 
obtain between business men and their customers— relationships 
made possible by a mutual un de Hail ding of and appreciation «jf 
each other’s problems. 
Thcfid JHftArtant exchanges in a time if 
strain augur well for the common interests of Brainerd wnen .ne 
customers are again employed and the normal life of the city has 
returned.

HE HIM \ AM) HADES 


THE people of the United States will generally approve of vile 
statements made by Assistant Secretary Roosevelt at die navy de- 
pa I tment who, when speaking to the Elks’ national convention as­ 
sembled at Atlantic City last week, said, in speaking of the recent 
massacre at Herrin, Illinois; 
"J know not who was rn blame1, 
whether employer or employe— perhaps both— but, it our country 
is to stand, we must mete out justice in this case.” 
lf the perpetrators of this horrible blot on the page of the 
history of the state of Illinois were agents of the operators of the 
coal mines they ought to be punished, 
lf they were miners, w h o 
had become em aged by the attacks of the agents of tilt' operators, 
or were incited to the attack by agents of the operators, both the 
agents who incited the attackers and those who attacked should 
be brought to justice. 
The recommendation of the coroner’s jury, ‘‘that investiga­ 
tion be conducted for the purpose of fixing the blame upon the 
individuals responsible,” should he accepted and a thorough inves­ 
tigation made. 
However strongly the operators may be intrenched, or how­ 
ever menacing the workers may be in a community stirred to 
anger by the occurrences resulting from the strike, the guilty party 
or parties should be indicted and punished for the horrible vrag- 
edy. 
Unless law is to become gravely weakened through its fail­ 
ure to mete out justice in this case, which will inevitably re-act in 
a general decrease in respect for law, the criminals must be given 
an impartial hearing and a fair verdict. 
And if conditions are such that they prevent the execution 
ot impartial justice, then, in ever increasing radio, justice will be 
deleat.ed by the increased aggravation of conditions induced by 
such evidences of failure on the part of those responsible for see­ 
ing that jus ti ct h.s its unhindered and unhampered sway. 
Neither wealthy coal operators nor angry mobs must prevent 
the exercise ot the sway of common legal procedure where men 
have died at the hands ot others. 
Thence lies the road to revolu­ 
tion, to the substitution of foice for the workings of orderly, 
legally established ami legally enforced justice. 
And Americans 
woo are not prepared to travel that road may be, through their 
own laxity, and indifference to such happenings, compelled to 
travel a read of dread dangers not by deliberate choice but througn 
careless straying. 
Away from indifference over law’s enforce­ 
ment, back to the impartial meting out of certain justice, lies the 
safety of America’ i citizens.

modern luxury, in which, in 
turn, excry a p a rtm e n t is owned o u t ­ 
rig ht by the tenant.
